Provisions were plentiful and the boys'

ed cold, with oooosional snowstorms. 

He left Doase Cieek on his return to 
Vfrangel on April 4th. ! The first three 
days out he met 82 ofJhis-old companions 
wonding their way tawardsfiease'Lake. 
Several other large p&rties were" camped 
close to the second north fork. On the 
XjjorniDg of the 6th he arrived at Glenora 
JjandiJjg and remoinod nearly all day for 
letter** and express matter. Up to the 



snow disappearing. The ioe in the Big 
Canyon was beginning to get very soft. 
From the upper H. B. Co's post to 
Shakesvillo the water was in many places 
on-top of the snow. On a bar a little 
below Shakesvillo he found Dutch Char- 
)by and, party; buBv sawing lumber for 
Bluida boxes, they having struck pros- 
paots whioh will pay them an ounce per 
day per hand' when they get water on. 
Ho found nothing of importance up to 
the 9th, when be^reaohed: the H. B. Co's 
lower post, where the fresh snow was 
very deep and traveling bad. On the 
10th ha arrived ot Buck's and stopped 
with the great chief for the night, who 
treated hiui with every hospitality. At 
this place bis eyes got so alTeoted by the 
snow that he was forced to get an Indian 
to escort him to tho mouth of the river, 
which point he reached on the morning 
of the.llilbii.Wbej'e'ihe.. was. forced .to. re- 
main four day9{)j^qil4i.ng(fir$s jniQffleP^tQ 
draw the attention of some canoe to come 
to his relief, On the afternoon of the 
16th bis signal was ausvverod and a oanoo 
ferried him across to Wrangel Island, all 
well and hearty, having made the round 
trip in 15 days' traveling time.

THE MAIL. 

Mr, D. Gardiner arrived here on tho 
30th March, eleven days from Fort Wran- 
gel, with quite a large mail, despatched 
by the Postmaster there whj evidently 
sympathizes with tho donizens of thii iso- 
lated and neglected District, thin buing 
the second time that gentleman has fav- 
oured us this winter. 

Our citizens have subscribed an amount 
Bufflciont to defray theexpensa of a return 
mail, and thuii I aim enabled; to send tl^ese 
few! item news. 

Wagers have been freely offered hero, 
with no takers, that Gardiner makes the 
trip to Wrangel in eight days, and the 
roubd trip in twenty. 

Beeiug that wo are completely over- 
looked in Postal affairs, it is the intention 
'of Our pnblio spirited oitzena to keep up 
a regular malVby subscription. It will 
be but a trifle among so many, while tho 
benefit to be derived from the enterprise 
will incalculably compensate for the out- 
lay. 

MCDAME CUEEK.

Mr. Mmekenzie's explanations to the 
House of Commons as to tho Burveys, 
work, and general position ot %ho 
^^^^da.^Sao^o^ii^ailway prpxed toK^ 
otfti of " the' ftidthroB of the^ session. 
The public mind of Canada has been 
mucii exorcised on this subject. The 
necessity ot undertaking a work of 
such oolossar 'dimensions might well 
require the modt serious consideration 
on the part of an Empire; ho^much 
more, then, when a young and sparse- 
ly inhabited country found itself face 
to face with such a giant labour, such 
an iu£ermiuable expenditure! Sut the 
people of Canada resolved that if it 
\ay within their power the Dominion 
should bo spanned by an iron road; 
and tho duly of pointing out the most 
feasible v/ay of fulfilling their desires 
has fallen ' upon^the it^BeQt^BefoJJttti; 
Ministry. ' The dreadful ' muddle and 
failure of tho Conservative party — 
apart from the more painful featurea 
of thoir manipulation — when their 
now notorious attempt was made to 
gnipplo with this groat subject, ren- 
dered doubly difficult the.,dQty that 
devolved upon tho present Adminis- 
tration. Tiio Eofonners when in op- 
position had pointed out to Sir John 
Mac;donald the ab.surdity of the prom- 
'iBesjbe was making to-'the people of 
British Columbia; but in spite of all 
their well timed and well meant warn- 
iuga bo, with ti fatuity vrbicb is almost 
boyoud comprehension, rushed into 
the qaafi;iniro from which he has over 
bincQ been struggling to omergo.

Hon.Mr. Elliott moved tho second read- 
ing of tbiajhiill and remarked that it did 
not differVery widely from the old Act. 
Tho dew matter introduced by tho bill 
bad refereaoe to tho muuner of holding 
liooQAUg (I9uct3 Asd, rouc^ered,' /Unneces- 
sary The re application frona. j dny.-'Uquor 
dealer ^eady b,oldiDg adicense. Clauses

In committee, 
however, there were clauses which would 
require amendment; but Iio did not pro- 
pose to vo.te against tho accoud reading 
of the' bill. With referonco to tho clause 
dobaring diineso from voting he did not 
of course object to that, and be approved 
of tbb clause which revised the manner of 
holding licensing court, -beoanse he be- 
lieved there had been top.mgo.h freedom 
in the granting of licenses for the sale of 
liquor. Hs thought that tho city of Vic- 
toria was fully entitled to the appoint- 
ment and supervision of the police. Last 
year tho-'Oounoil had protested against 
the Government appointing tho Police 
Magistrate whose salary was paid by tho 
Oorporatipn ;bak^£^'ptbta^p^inf'too late ; 
lie tbmtgfit tharxbe Oouncil sb'bnld' have 
nomething to say in tho matter, for in- 
stance appointing and submitting their 
appointment to tho approval of tho 
lient. -Governor in Council. He agreed 
with the bon. Premier that it was nut ad- 
yisablo to allow parties who ^^id merely 
road tax to exerditfe tfad^'lsrivilego of 
▼otai^*WilH MSMao'i'i ihQ application 
of general revenue to the extension of 
Water-Works that would bo a matter for 
discussion in committee. Ko would vote 
for the second reading, 

Mr. Beaven said that a groat deal of 
diplomacy Lad been used in drawing up 
the b^l, fpr whiht it contained a number 
of excSlletifc 'clauses it had an equal num- 
ber of -oldtiSea -'repulsive to him. fOh! 
oh!] Ho approved of the changein the 
motuod of granting licenses, the anti- 
Cbinose voting clause, and the clauso to 
render re-applicatiou for licenses unne- 
oesaary; but he was most decidedly op- 
posed to those clauses which gave the 
Government tho power of appointing Po- 
licQ^Magistrate a^d , Police oQicerB, and 
he rbgarded ttjam as-mereljr a' step baok; 
to the 'old Crbwil'' Colony aystem. He 
doomed thonl moreover a direct blow at 
Municipal institutions and trusted to see 
the obnoxious clauses htruck out. He be- 
lieved, if passed, the Qity Council of Vic- 
toria \yould resign (hear.hear, and "good 
if they^did"). If ho were a member he 
ootild onl^aaytbel^dald, fori thai dlansos 
he had referred to would place them in a 
most' liuniiliating position. Ho did not 
believe that a salaried ollicor for Poli !0 
magistrate was at nil necessary, as that 
functionary had nothing to do (oh, oh); 
the Mayor, without salary but with tho 
advice of City Barrister, met the requiro- 
me'fttfi pf the pity. Tbo olaufio^ ho ap- 
proved of debarred him from opposing 
the second reading of tho bill. 

Mr, Davio disagroud with tho last 
Bpoukor and favored tho nppdintmcnt of 
botli Police magintrato and Police olliomH 
by tho Lieut. -Governor iu Uounoil. 11(! 
did not outortaiu any fear for tho welfare 
of Municipal institutiotib if tho chuiHos 
Mr."'"Beaven ' regarded so obnoxious 
Bhbnld'pass; but if in tho ovont of tho 
appqintmouts being vested in tho JMunioi- 
pal Council lie did, moat certainly, enter- 
tain fears for tho administration of justice 
(cheers), and sooner than this should 
happen it would bo proforahlo that Mu- 
nicipal institutions should bo rostrictod. 
Ho referred, to. tho result of electing 
judges in tUeUpitpdStfttps. and condemn- 
ed it m'-'MW'fmMm^kydiam, and 
Bubmitted that it should not be inaugur- 
ated here. -; The eamo argument which 
applied toUhe ajipoiutmont of Polioo 
mogiatrato was applioablo to Polieo ofll- 
oers, neither of whom should bo a])poiut- 
gd by 'a Council • and thus rendered indi- 
rectly elective by the people. Such a 
syBWaietarBys gave acone ■ to_f^vorjtiBm 
• anoaia riot-operate fairly. He intendod 
to support tho bill both now and in oom- 
xnittee (cheers).

Mr. Walkem thought tliai licenses 
should not be granted '\yithin certain 
limitsi for instanoo notiwithiu a pertain 
distanceof valuable property orsawtaiills, 
coal mines, etc., as the facility for ob- 
taining liquor often leads to dreadful re- 
sults in the loss of lifo.

Section 10, vesting the power of - the 
appoiutmeut of Polico Magistrate in tho 
Governor-in-Couucil, called Mr. Beaven 
UR when he moved to amend so that tho 
Mnnioipal Council should have tho ap- 
pointing power. He thought the Oounoil 
should nominate and tho Qoyernor-in- 
Conncil approve (oh I oh!). 

Mr. Douglas objected to the clauso and 
could not see why tho Lieut. -Govoruor- 
iu-Gouncil should bo allowed to take the 
Municipal money and spend it in the 
same way. He thought it was quite 
enough for the Lieut. -Governor-in-Coun- 
cil to uomioate (laughter, and hear, hear; 
from the treasury benches). He thoug'ht' 
the Municipal Council should have the 
power to fix the salary of the Magistrate. 

Mr. Pimbnry said that bis objection to 
allowing tho Municipal Council to fix the 
ialary would bo that it gave them an op- 
portunity to reduce it so low as to starve 
out a gentleman they didn't like (cheers.) 

Mr. Suuthe drew attention to an Imper- 
ial Act of 1839. which allowed the Police 
Magistrate of 'Manbtte8£6r and' ttie police 
force of that city to do duty in the whole 
county of Lancashire. Manchester was 
at tliat time far ahead of Victoria in po- 
])nlation, wealth ond influence (laughter.) 
Ho believed the amendment proposed by 
Mr. Beaven would, if adopted; bo the 
first step towards introducing the Ameri- 
oah system into this Province. (Hear) . 

Capt. Evans said that the Police Magis- 
trate of Manchester was appointed by the 
Imperial Government, but the city police 
were under tho control of tho city govern- 
ment. 

Dr. Tolmie said tho Oovernmont was 
only following the practice in vogno in 
England, a country which all should 
widh to resemble (hear). An hon. gontlo- 
man had referred to.Manphester. In case 
of ja Feniati riot" oconrriog in that city 
would not the police frontljoudoQ come 
down and take cba|rge of the.'placie? The 
measure was good Mid he womd'^snppOrt 
it (cheers) . ' 

Mr. Fisher asked if tho city of Victoria 
wished to be again placed in tho position 
she was in a few weeks ago by the Mayor 
being olooted chief magistrate? ..f Cries of 
"no. "J Tho hon. gentleman referred to 
tho police system of Liverpool, Manches- 
ter and Birmingham, and said that poli- 
tics should not bo allowed to enter into 
the election of a Magistrate (hoar.) There 
wore many excellent citizens in 'Victoria 
who would think it an honor to act as 
Mayor under the new fnmphiseifbut who 
could not find time" to no( as Police Mag 
istrate. 

Mr. Smith ofTored an amendment to 
strike out Governor-in Uouncil and con- 
stitute the Mayor, the Stipetidanr M& \ 
gistrate and the County Ooart r j^dge' the 
appointing power. 

^ Mr. Walkem thought the clause unfair 
to tho Municipality of Victoria, and said if 
we undertook to appoint a Polico magis- 
trate for Victoria we ought to pay him as 
tho Dominion does our Judges. Ho was 
oppo.sed to tho principle and said that 
neither Ontario nor (^uobuc appointed 
magistmtes and made Municipalities pay 
for 'them. 

Mr. Smithe said it was only 13 months 
ago that tho hoiir. goritl(!man who had just 
sat down was just as vehement in support 
of the very opposite principle wliicli lie 
had juHl enunciated (laughter). IIu (Mr. 
Smitho) was at a loss to understand how 
ho had been oo.nvertod (hear). As the 
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seen, only a few weeks ago, a highhanded^ 
batrage perpetrated in the city ' of Vic- 
toria on an officer charged -with -tha-w-ad- 
'minislration of Justice. ' '[Sensation,] 
British Columbia had always been law- 
abiding; and it was reserved for a Mayor 
and Council of Victoria city to transgress 
the law that all the rest of the Province 
bad always felt a; pride in obsery^.a^. An 
officer of the Council's .owfl-:fopj)jV»*ifl& 
f6nnd tho door' of tho CburtTpofli,, olosod 
against him, tho Clork ordered not' to 
obey him and tho Polico instructed to 
turn their backs upon him. [Sensation.] 
That outrage rendered this clause pocps- 
sary (ohqers), and if the city wore polled 
to-morrow 7 out of every 10 of its rate- 
payers would declare thomselves in favor 
of this principle. (Prolonged cheers.) 

Dr, Ash aaid riojdoubt tho hon. Pro- 
mier%pbke fro'mexperionpe fthd' thought 
that the appciniment of a magistrate 
when once mtde should not bo revoked 
(bear). Ho could not suppoit the amend- 
ment of the hon. senior momhor for "^''io- 
toria. 

i Mr. Fisher spoke strongly in support 
of the ori|;ip|l clause and showed that 
the prao'tioa prevailed in England. 
" MirVBttvia teaid the amendment of tho 
hon. member for Victoria loft the ap- 
pointment in the hands of tho Municipal 
Council. Tho Mayor or an ordinary 
Justice of tho Peace could not afTord to 
give his time as Magistrate without pay. 
Ho could not understand a man perform- 
ing such arduous labors as that pertain- 
ing to a magialbrale 'wrtbont pay. He 
trusted the experience in' Eagldnd aud 
olsowhfere 'would' be'fdllowed. 

Mr.'Mara thongbt it wotild He- wise to 
follow tho example of older Provinces in 
this matter. Ho was surprised that tho 
hon. leader of tho opposition had infer- 
on tially led tho House to believe that tho 
Govern montB of Eastern Provinces did 
ujt appoint Polioo Magistratos, for he 
found on reference to the statutes of On- 
tario Jhat tho statement of Mr. Walkem 
was entirely incorrect, and the policy 
pursued by the leader of the Government 
hora'^wfto strictly thocourse adopted in Guv 
tario. (Ohoor.s) . Tho hon. geutlemau 
(iuoted from tho Ontario Statntos to prove 
his conviction that the bon. loader of tho 
opposition had mistatod tho case. 

Dr. Tolmio believed that the last speak- 
er had laid a very solid foundation for the 
Gov.enime^tjp61ioy. Instahoea! had beep- 
quoted stating what Wtt3 done in Entf- 
land, and what was done in the EastcJn 
Provinces and it cortaiuly was desirable 
that those precedents should bo followed 
horo. It was much to be hoped that 
those irritating points would bo settled, 
and that a cordial feeling would hence- 
forth exist between tho j\iunicipality and 
Government; this he regarded as just as 
desirable as that a friendly feeling should 
exist between the Dominion and .poor 
Columbia, (hear hoar). The' senior 
member for Victoria City bad all" along 
opi)O30d tho operation of this ohiuso and 
in this ho differed from Mr. Walkem in- 
asmuch aa,he,haid^,!?6?n .oonswfeilt.^njfaot, 
conaistently 'wrbtifg. ' He \^aa never right. 
(Cheers). 

Mr. Beaven replied, believing that the 
policy would tend to'oruah out tho prin- 
ciples of Muaicipal system and gave tho 
Goverumeut the opportunity of appoint- 
ing some political favorite. Ho alluded 
to the fact that tho rule was mado to ap- 
ply to Victoria City only, other Munici- 
palities being exempted from its opera- 
tion, and ho was strongly of opinion that 
the electors of Victoria would largely re- 
ject the proposition contained in the 
clause. (No! no!) Ho would ask tho re- 
presentatives from Municipal districts if 
they would like suoh a clause applied to 
their cities. (Yes.) Ho was sure they 
would not, and truatad hia amendment 
would reoeiio their support. The i>re- 
sent clause was really a ropudii'tion of 
the original bargain between the City and 
tlio DoCosmos Government. 

Mr. Mara in reply to Mr. Beaven again 
quoted from tho Ontario statutes which 
plainly state that tiio Governor-in-Coun- 
cil appoints the Police Magistrates and 
fix their salary, (the Munioipalitios 
having to provide tho same.) Ho argued 
that the same quotation entirely knocked 
away the fouadatipa ....qf .Mc-Beavon's 
statement. 

Mr. Fi.-iher supported the views taken 
by Mr. Mara and was aslonishod at thu 
pertinacity of Mr. Beaven after his argu- 
ments had been eddrel^^enlpjished. He 
(Mr. Fisher) know that in England oases 
parallel with that of Victoria City existed 
and expros.scd his opinion that tho Gov- 
orninout was far more compotont to ap- 
point a 8ti[)endrary magistrato than the 
City Council, A jiaid ollicor was noco.s- 
aarv, one well versed in law, for ho would 
nndertake'to say that not ono man in a 
hundred waa competent to try aud decide 
on multifarious oases. He had attended 
the Polico Court here and bad beard
